C ANADIAN PRODUCERS HAVE 

been asked many times how it is that a 
business with Great Britain in butter, cheese, 
bacon and hams worth nearly $70,000,000 
as recently as 1926 has dropped to less than 
$22,000,000, and is still decreasing. The 
question is particularly pertinent as far as bacon 
is concerned, because the people of the United 
Kingdom have increased their appetite for this 
form of food from a consumption of 365,000,- 
000 pounds in 1922 to 1,029,000.000 pounds 
in 1930, yet Canada’s share of this trade was 
just a little more than one and one-half per 
cent last year. The following table, however, 
showing the value of our exports of the com¬ 
modities in question to the United Kingdom 
from 1926 to 1930, is self-explanatory:

The figures for 1926 clearly indicate that 
Canada had a valuable market for these prod¬ 
ucts. It is a matter of record that our butter, 
cheese, bacon and bams had become popular 
with the consuming public of Britain. Exhibits 
of these commodities at the British Empire Ex¬ 
hibition in 1924 were a revelation to many 
British importers of foodstuffs. We had the 
market, therefore, but failed to keep up con¬ 
tinuous supplies. The result has been more sales 
to the United Kingdom by Denmark, Sweden 
and Holland. If it is going to be increasing¬ 
ly difficult for the fanners of Canada to dis¬ 
pose of their field crops, other obvious strings 
to their bow are butter, cheese, bacon and hams. 

SHOULD RECEIVE MORE 

A lthough there is no defi- 

nite information on the subject, it is in¬ 
timated in City Hall circles that Victoria’s 
proportion of the grant of $500,000 to be 
made to municipalities and school districts out 
of the $2,500,000 the proposed one per cent 
tax is expected to yield to the province, will be 
around $30,000. Alderman Worthington 
thinks this proportion is too small, especially 
in view of the heavy exemptions from taxation 
on provincial government property in this city. 

Alderman Worthington’s point is well 
taken. The proportion which it is estimated 
Victoria will receive is too small, even apart 
from the large loss of revenue the city suffers 
from the exemptions on government property 
within the municipality, llie burden of the 
proposed new taxation will fall mainly upon 
the cities, since it is intended to exempt farmers, 
and Victoria’s contribution to the $2,500,000 
the minister says he expects to raise would be 
several hundreds of thousands. 

There is another sound reason why $30,- 
000 would be altogether inadequate. We have 
good cause to believe that the government ex¬ 
pects the one per cent tax to yield much more 
than $2,500,000. In some quarters it is ex¬ 
pected to bring double that amount to the pro¬ 
vincial treasury. In that case the grant of 
$500,000 would be a drop in the bucket in 
the light of the certainty that probably three- 
fourths of this large sum would be obtained from 
Victoria, Vancouver and the other important 
municipalities on the lower mainland and Van¬ 
couver Island. To this larger total Victoria 
probably would contribute the greater part of 
a million. The municipalities certainly should 
insist upon a more adequate grant all round. 

A NEW ESTIMATE 

E stimates of the cost of the 

Great War in human lives, treasure, re¬ 
tarded progress, and plain dollars and cents have 
been presented to the world by eminent eco¬ 
nomists and statisticians. Even the most simple 
mind can understand most of them, though 
some of them may savor of a study in the higher 
mathematics. 

Now comes a German mathematician with 
a new illustration of the consequences of the 
conflict. He is working in the interests ot 
peace, and he tells us that in more than four 
years of war I 1,000,000 found death—one 
for every thirteen times the clock ticked. More 
than 19,000.000 were mutilated—just enough 
to populate Spain if it were suddenly wiped out. 
With the war costs—this authority puts them 
at $500.000,000,000—he says it would have 
been possible to present every family in the 
United States, Canada. Australia, Great 
Britain, France, Belgium. Germany and Russia 
with a $2,500 house standing in a five-acre 
plot and containing $1,250 warth of furniture, 
besides providing each group of 20,000 fami¬ 
lies with a hospital, university, and schools, in¬ 
cluding the salaries of teachers, nurses, doctors 
and professors. 

Then he comes to the little crosses which 
mark the last resting place of those who met 
death. He estimates that if these were placed 
side by side they would stretch from Paris, 
through Europe and Asia right to Vladivostock,

Japan- 

The burden of sacrifices for war’s necessi¬ 
ties has, perhaps, never been more graphically 
stated, says The Manchester Guardian com¬ 
menting upon this German statistician’s compu¬ 
tation, but the calculations are so elaborate that 
no one has ventured to check or challenge them. 


WAS IT FROM B.C.? 

C ANADIAN NEWSPAPERS THE 

other day published the following dis¬ 
patch from Tndianapolis: 

Betrayed by leaking bottles, 14,094 sale 
and sound bottles of the “real stuff" cams 
to Indianapolis as prisoners of the federal 
government. 

The liquor, valued at $70,470, and described 
by federal prohibition agents as genuine 
“bottied-in-bond" was seised at Evansville, In 
a freight cor labelled “lumber." It was said 
the liquor had been sent from a distillery 
in Vancouver, B.C., and was bound In a round¬ 
about way for Chicago, Ill. 

About half the freight car was filled with 
two-by-fours and other lumber, but the re¬ 
mainder was packed with 1.182 burlap sacks, 
each containing twelve pints. Authorities 
were attracted to the car when the "lumber 
was found leaking." ' 

The “leaking lumber” may or may not 
have originated in British Columbia. But it 
would be interesting to learn where there are 
stocks of liquor in this province from which 
supplies may be drawn to satisfy—at fancy 
prices—thirsty customers on the other side of 
the international boundary. 

Is it possible that some of the stocks that 
had to be withdrawn from the export ware¬ 
houses before the closing date last June, after 
the duty had been paid, were cached elsewhere 
in the province, mainly, of course, in or near 
Vancouver? 

Perhaps the members of the new Liquor 
Board were surprised at the dispatch we have 
quoted, if they read it. 

THAT UNIVERSAL TAX 

I N THE CORRESPONDENCE 

columns of a mainland contemporary a Van¬ 
couver citizen asks how anybody can reasonably 
call the Tolraie government’s one-cent universal 
tax either fair or equitable. He proceeds to 
show that on the basis of the proposed charge 
this year’s levy on an income of $2,500, in 
the case of a married man, will represent an 
increase of approximately 555 per cent, on 
$5,000 ninety-two per cent, on $10,000 
twenty-nine per cent, and on incomes of more 
than $20,000, fourteen per cant. In other words, 
the larger the income the smaller is the per¬ 
centage of the increase to be paid. 

It is all very well to argue, as this corres¬ 
pondent observes, that a man earning thirty 
dollars a week will receive “only" thirty cents 
less. Yet it has to be remembered that thirty 
cents a week is $15.60 a year, an unimportant 
amount probably to some people, but to others, 
however, quite a different matter. It can not 
be compared, for instance, with the tax of $500 
which a man earning $50,000 a year would 
have to pay, or with the charge of $200 on an 
income of $20,000 a year, even with fifty 
dollars on an annual income of $5,000. The 
writer of the letter referred to then argues: 

It la to be supposed that the graduated 
scale of tax hitherto In force was originally 
regarded, and has slnoe been countenanced 
as fair and equitable, or at least as fair and 
equitable a scheme as bat been considered 
possible to devise. If this be so, can it be fair 
and equitable to levy any substantial addi¬ 
tional Impost on other than a similarly grad¬ 
uated scale? Would It not be more In keeping 
with Justice and equity to make such addi¬ 
tional tax. say, one-quarter, onc-half and 
three-quarters of one per cent, and one per 
oent (or more) according to the size of the 
relative Income? 

Taxation in Great Britain has been called 
virtual confiscation. In the case of large, in¬ 
comes the description is not as wide of the mark 
as it might seem. But the income of a married 
man up to $1,350 a year is still exempt. He 
is protected under the system which imposes a 
tax upon those bgst able to pay it. The Jones 
universal tax is the other way about.

CONTROL OF BROADCASTING 
The Ottawa Citizen 

There Is more at ataxe in this Issue before the 
Supreme Court of Canada than is to be seen at 
first glance. The court is being asked to deter¬ 
mine the respective rights of the Dominion and 
provincial authorities to administer radio trans¬ 
mission. In other countries, where national 
leaders have realized the necessity of protecting- 
national interests, radio broadcasting has been 
taken out of private hands. The possibilities of 
influencing the life of the nation In the years 
ahead are seen to tc too great to allow this new 
Instrument to pass under the control of private 
Interests. 

British national independence has been long 
established, but the British view is that national 
control of broadcasting Is vital. After due in¬ 
quiry six years ago. the government took over the 
British system to be administered as a national 
service. The last Conservative government under 
Mr. Baldwin, which included statesmen of vision 
like the late Lord Balfour, took this step—appoint¬ 
ing the British Broadcasting, Corporation by royal 
charter. Opponents in Canada have given up 
much misleading propaganda against the BB.C. 
There is no remote likelihood of the British nation 
yielding up the control of radio broadcasting to 
any private interest.

W EDNESDAY’S THREE speeches were clear, fair 
and workmanlike. But they Illustrated an 
ancient principle of government among British 
people—a principle long ago discovered and well 
understood In the Mother of Parliaments, namely, 
that there Is nothing so popular as to advocate 
economy In the abstract, and nothing so ruinous 
as to advocate the curtailment of any specific ex¬ 
penditure. Wednesday's three speeches, while all 
urging economy In general, nevertheless recom¬ 
mended substantial new expenditures In particu¬ 
lar. That is why cabinet ministers age so much 
more rapidly than other men. 

• • • • 

M r. BEATTY, of Victoria, opened the day with 
a short, breezy speech. Mr. Beatty speaks 
in the crisp style of luncheon dubs, whsre he 
learned to speak, and when he Is finished he 
stops, which Is a rare and splendid virtue. Per¬ 
haps from the same source he has derived an en¬ 
thusiasm about things as they are, which is very 
cheering. This enthusiasm has extended, slnoe 
Mr. Beatty entered politics a few years ago, to all 
departments of ths Tolmie government. For th# 
Tolmle government Mr. Beatty had many kind and 
sound things to say. He said that It took a gov¬ 
ernment three years to make Its mark on provin¬ 
cial affairs and the Tolmle government had suc¬ 
ceeded in doing so. When Mr. Manson said It was 
not a mark but a blot, Mr. Beatty retorted that 
not one blot of dishonesty had ever disfigured the 
Tolmle government. 

• e • • 

A B FOR THE budget. Mr. Beatty became scepti¬ 
cal as he contemplated the opposition’s attack 
on It. The opposition, Mr. Beatty feared, had got 
into the habit, while In office, of tossing about 
millions recklessly and was still doing so. In sn 
abstract, argumentative fashion, now that it was 
out. Mr. Pattullo said that the opposition's hand¬ 
ling of millions In argument might be as reckless 
as the government’s handling of millions In fact, 
but It was rather less expensive. To which Mr. 
Beatty replied that Mr. Pattullo. like th# noted 
radio entertainer. Mr. Andrew Brown, was lntoxl- 
cated by the exuberance of his own verbosity. But 
Mr. Pattullo, with a knowledge of the history of 
his party proper In a Liberal leader, was able to 
correct Mr. Beatty by pointing out that this 
notable saving had originated not with Mr. An¬ 
drew Brown, but with Mr. OLadstone.

r pH E TROUBLE with the government, Mr. Beatty 
A pursued, was that It seemed to lack Mr. Pat- 
tullo’a confidence In 1U own virtue. While Mr. 
Pattullo was not afraid to tell the public con¬ 
stantly and every day of Mr. Pattullo * rectitude, 
the Tolmle government was too modest to do 
anything of the aort. This, to Mr. Beatty’s practi¬ 
cal mind, was a false sense of modesty and. be¬ 
sides. very poor politics. If the government, for 
example, would only tell the public the real facts 
of ths new one per cent Income tax. said Mr. 
Beatty, the tax would be popular. In hls own 
circle, he said, the tax was already understood 
and popular, which caused the Irreverent opposi¬ 
tion to wonder In what kind of a circle Mr. 
Beatty moves. 

• • • • 

M R. PEARSON, of Nanaimo, who followed, 
couldn’t understand It at all. He had bushels 
of figures to show that if the government told 
the public the real facts about the new taxes and 
about finances generally, the government very 
likely would be hung by the neck from a lamp- 
poet by some circle more violent and Intelligent 
than Mr. Beatty’s. Looking over the budget, in 
hls rapid-fire, nervous and deadly earnest fashion, 
Mr. Pearson found much to interest him. Also, 
he found much to Interest the House, for Mr. 
Pearson has become one of Its most Interesting 
speakers. So far as he could see. the Jones bud¬ 
get was* a funeral address relieved by only one 
note of gladness. This was the evident confidence 
of Mr. Jones that the new finance minister would 
save the country even from hls own government. 
Mr. Pearson seemed to wish in vain that he could 
share Mr. Jones’s confidence in himself.

ZOOMING TO the public debt. Mr. Pearson dis- 
*-i covered to hls bewilderment that Its total var¬ 
ied from day to day and from hour t 9 hour, ac¬ 
cording to the politics of the man discussing It. 
Hls own figures, however, were absolutely correct, 
Mr. Pearson said, and they were rather disagree¬ 
able. Mr. Shelly sought to put him right about 
this and polntsd out that when he took over the 
finance department he found the treasury with 
only $100,000 In It and $10,000,000 owing to the 
bank.

When 
Col. Spencer asked him what he suggested as a 
substitute. Mr. Pearson threatened to explain hls 
subject for several hours, until long after dinner 
time. The Conservatives did not accept the invi¬ 
tation, and asked no more. For which the House 
was grateful. It would rather be without Mr. 
Pearson’s explanation than without Its dinner.

SOCIALISM FEELS THE PINCH 

To the Editor:—Concerning the dis- 
cutslon on civil servants’ salaries In 
British Columbia It is Interesting to 
note that the Socialist government In 
Britain has Just lopped $15,000,000 off 
the wages of civil servants. The basic 
wage of a civil servant In Britain Is 
$740 per week, and has beon for 
years. When war broke out. and the 
cost of living rose, a bonus was added 
to cover the increased cost of living 
This bonus has not been touched ■ 
since the Socialist government came 
Into office (It was pledged to that) 
and was around $4.90 on the first of 
this month. Thus the basic wage with 
bonus Was around $12.40 and Is now ] 
cut to $11.6$, With regArd to this 
wage cut, It Is noteworthy that a 


Socialist government is exactly the 
same as the so-called capitalist gov¬ 
ernment. since salaries of $2,500 per 
year and upwards are untouched. The 
$15,000,000 is collected entirely from 
the low-paid class. 

A dispatch says the Socialist 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Is Indis¬ 
posed and confined to hls bed. Per¬ 
haps this Is as It should be for a good 
many civil servants .must also be run¬ 
ning quite a temperature. 

It the Trades Union BUI had not 
been thrown out, labor officials could 
have ordered all th# civil servants out 
on atrlke and In sympathy, all the 
railway workers, transport workers, 
miners and so on. Ramasy MacDonald 
was pledged to restore these rights as 
regards sympathetic strikes. Actually, 
he got so afraid of the bill, and hls 
profnlse to hls supporters, that he Is 
reported to have handed the bill to 
Lloyd George on a certain dark and 
stormy night and begged him to take 
it upstairs (the Lords) and "cut Its 
dirty throat.’’ And that’s Just what 
David did. The right to strike la 
not abrogated. In fact, there have 
been 900 strikes since the bill was 
made law In 1926. but no sympathetic 
strikes.

G. K. Chesterton Thrusts at 
Limitations of Learning in 
Brilliant Address 

Tells Big Audience Modern 
Culture Too Urban and Too 
Recent 


Much has been aald In recent years, 
and there la good cauae for saying It. 
relative to the health hazard associated 
with too much smoke In the air and 
particularly with the presence of too 
much goa of one type or another. 

Recently a committee appointed by 
the chief of police in Parle to In- 
veatlgate the presence of noxious 
rmokes and gases escaping from motor 
cars in that city where taxicabs are 
profuee flnda that the situation in 
Paris la no more healthful than In 
any other place in the world. 

Incidentally, It Is found that a motor 
car standing «tlll with the motor riw.- 
nlng gives off more dangerous gaa 
than one running with a load on the 
road. Smoke escaping from a motor 
car emanates from tha lubricating oil. 
It la not directly related to the carbon 
monoxide that may be present In the 
exhaust gas. Over olllug la certainly 
not a mechanical advantage for the 
car and should be avoided because 
It Is a nuisance In the smoke that 
Its creates. 

When the Paris authorities ex¬ 
amined the situation so far as carbon 
monoxide was concerned, they found 
that it never reached an amount suf¬ 
ficiently great to cauae serious symp¬ 
toms. Moreover, the amount present 
100 yards In the air was greater than 
at ground level. They did find that' 
the amount of carbon monoxide pres- 1 


ent was quite sufficient to damage 
sensitive trees, even If It did not 
cause noticeable symptoms In human 
beings. 

It Is the belief of the Paris author¬ 
ities that both the amokc and carbon 
monoxide are the result of Imperfect 
combustion, and that the control of 
visible smoke will also bring about 
control of the carbon monoxide. They 
therefore recommend the passing of 
laws which will penalize any driver 
whose car la giving off undue quan- 
tltlef of visible smoke. 

Engineers recognize that the modern 
goa engine represents a high form of 
development In the nature of ef¬ 
ficiency. but that further improve¬ 
ments are possible so far as concerns 
complete combustion of fuel gaa and 
the proper use of motor oil. 

The French commission recommend* 
particularly that further studies be 
made with a view to Increasing the 
efficiency of the motors to avoid the 
possibility of dangerous exhaust gases. 

Several years ago the suggestion was 
made In this country that means be 
developed for releasing the exhaust at 
a point well above the top of the car. 
Unfortunately the Idea did not seem 
to meet with popular approval and. 
so far ns known, no practical device 
for thla purpose has yet been developed 
or adopted by any manufacturer of 
motor vehicles.
